Notes From Keeneland 


Prices paid by Harbor View Farm sug- 
gested that Louis E. Wolfson intends a 
racing venture comparable to his many- 
sided career in business.

Detroit. Seven days after an extremely 
disappointing race in the Michigan Mile. 
Swoon’s Son bounced back with a spark- 
ling victory in the $50.000-added Michigan 
Sweepstakes at the Detroit Race Course. 

“T knew he could do it.” jockey Dave 
Erb said after Swoon’s Son had outgamed 
the Michigan-bred Mister Jive by a neck 
in a head-and-head duel down the entire 
length of the stretch. “I knew that Mile 
was a fluke. We never had a chance. 
Just give Swoon’s Son a chance and he’s 
a bulldog.” 

In the Mile. Swoon’s Son, breaking from 
the extreme outside in a field of 14. had 
stumbled badly trying to escape a speed 
jam at the club-house turn and didn’t do 
much running thereafter. 

In the Sweepstakes. Erb had to ease him 
out of close quarters on the rail going to 
the first turn again, but once he settled 
down to running, Swoon’s Son was boss. 
even if Mister Jive insisted on making a 
real horse race out of it. 

Breaking from No. 5 this time, Swoon’s 
Son had none of the problems he had 
faced in the Mile. Nearctic and *Shoe- 
ruilah, first and second in the Mile, out- 
ren him for the lead. and *Shoerullah 
eycn pinched his pursuers off as he rushed 
for the turn, but it didn’t spoil the race. 
Nearctic, prompted by *Shoerullah. was 
unable to open up as he had in the Mile. 
He was hard-pressed to stay ahead by half 
a length. 

*Shoerullah, forcing a fast pace, push- 
ed E. P. Taylor's colt through the first 
three-quarters in 1:1085. and the pace 
cooked them both. 

Down the backstretch Swoon’s Son 
raced 3 lengths off the pace. with Erb 
hiding his time. At the half-mile-pole Mis- 
ter Jive joined him on the outside and 
together they moved on the leaders. 

Going into the home bend, there were 
4 horses abreast, but Erb steered Swoon’s 
Son between horses while Hedley Wood- 
house had to go around *Shoerullah with 
Mister Jive. 

As they straightened away, it was 
Swoon’s Son and Mister Jive. matching 
stride for stride. never more than a head

The Man's Sunset 


Los After the Hollywood 
Gold Cup victory. *Gallant Man’s board 
of strategy, consisting of owner Ralph 
Lowe and trainer John Nerud. decided 
to remain in southern California for the 
Sunset Hanlicap. last and longest stakes 
of the Hollywood Park season. 

For the 1°%x-mile test racing secretary 
John Maluvius gave *Gallant Man an 
impost of 132 pounds, the heaviest load 
of the colt’s career. Elobee Farm’s Eddie 
Schmidt remained at 110, the same weight 
he had carried in the Gold Cup when 
*Gallant Man won under 130. 

How Now, which did not run in the 
Gold Cup but had won 3 stakes at the 
meeting and had been second in 3 others, 
was assigned 117. Other starters were 
*St. Vincent, former grass-course cham- 
pion, with 111; *Hakuchikara. the Jap- 
anese invader which had finished last in 
2 previous starts in this country, with 


110; and Lookout Point. an ex-claimer 
with 106. 

Some were amazed that *Hakuchikara 
should be assigned the same weight as 
Eddie Schmidt. but the fact is that Hiroshi 
Nishi, owner of the Japanese champion, 
had requested an impost of not less than 
110. The horse’s regular jockey, Takayoshi 
Yasuda. can make no less. 

How Now tried to make a runaway of 
the Sunset. stepping out to the front and 
opening a 6-length lead as he went by the 
stands the first time. Although How Now 
appeared to be running easily, pricking 
his ears as he went along, Willie Shoe- 
maker on *Gallant Man did not press the 
panic button. He had a good hold as 
he galloped along in third place. a couple 
of lengths behind Eddie Schmidt. 

How Now weakened after a mile. One 
moment he was running strongly and 
easily, the next he was being swallowed 
up whole by Eddie Schmidt and *Gal- 
lant Man. 

Going into the far turn, Eddie Schmidt 
took command and fought off *Gallant 
Man as long and as gamely as he could. 
At the top of the home stretch, *Gallant 
Man was in front by half a length, but 
Eddie hung on until they were well in- 
side the last furlong before cracking under 
the pressure. Just before the sixteenth- 
pole Eddie Schmidt showed his weariness 
by bearing out, and at the same time 
*Gallant Man drew away quickly to win 
by 4 lengths. 

The real battle was for third place. 
Ten lengths behind *Gallant Man came 
*St. Vincent and *Hakuchikara, locked in 
a desperate struggle. It was a point of 
honor with the Japanese horse, and his 
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*Gallant Man, ridden by Bill Shoemaker, scored an easy 4-length victory over Eddie Schmidt in the 15,-mile Sunset

rider flailed away with his whip from 
the furlong-pole to the wire. Johnny Long- 
den, aboard *St. Vincent. had no thought 
of losing third money to the Japanese 
horse. and rode as though victory in the 
Kentucky Derby was only yards away. 

*St. Vincent bested *Hakuchikara by 
a neck for third place, but the Japanese 
horse won a lot of admirers for his cour- 
ageous showing. He ran a good race, and 
with more time to become acclimated he 
might be a threat in handicap ranks. 

Lookout Point was fifth, and How Now 
last. *Gallant Man’s time for the distance 
was 2:41. Swaps’ track record, set 2 years 
ago under 130 pounds (and over a much 
faster track), is 2:3815. 

*Gallant Man collected $61.500. raising 
his earnings for 2 races at Hollywood 
Park to $161.500. a worthwhile stipend 
for his flying trip across country. 

“I wanted to win this race with The 
Man.” Nerud told Turf writers after the 
Sunset. “because Swaps refused to go in 
this stake with more than 130. I believe 
its been 20 years since a horse has carried 
more than 130 and won at a longer dis- 
tance than a mile and a half. 

“I don’t believe the weight bothered 
*Gallant Man; I'd say he won handily. 
You know, it isn’t the maximum weight 
that bothers me; its the ones that get in 
with the minimum that are dangerous. I’m 
in favor of a weight spread of not more 
than 20 pounds: if a horse doesn’t have 
a chance to win with 20 pounds in his 
favor, he should be running in the sixth 
race, not the seventh.” 

Nerud said *Gallant Man (which left 
by air for Saratoga 3 days later) would 
be pointed for the Woodward Stakes, at 
Belmont Park on September 27. “That's 
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the race I'm getting ready for, and I hope 
someone else shows up.” Nerud added. 
He left little doubt he had in mind Bold 
Ruler and Round Table. The race is at a 
mile and a quarter, and 4-year-olds get 
in with level weights of 126 pounds. 
“The track there is a good one, just 


like Hollywood Park,” he added.

He missed 
victory in the Westerner by a nose after 
Strong Bay, the winner, bore out at the 
top of the stretch, forcing Hillsdale to 
alter his course and causing him to crowd 
The Shoe in the final sixteenth, with the 
result that stewards disqualified him and 
moved him back to third place. There 
was no doubt in the minds of Turf writers 
that Hillsdale was the best horse in the 
Westerner. 

Foreverett, owned and bred by Helbush 
Farms. was named best 3-year-old filly. 
Unbeaten *Tomy Lee was chosen best 
2-year-old colt and Khalita the best 2- 
year-old filly. 

Reggie Cornell was the meeting’s top 
trainer. Willie Shoemaker the best jockey, 
and Mitchell Shirota the best apprentice. 
Pappus, a horse that races with a plaster 
cast on his right fore leg. was named the 
meeting’s best claimer. The son of Spec- 
ulation was a 4-time winner.

Oceanport. There was a bit of irony 
in the $50.000-added Sapling Stakes, won 
by Circle M Farm’s Watch Your Step at 
Monmouth Park on July 26. Mrs. Edward 
S. Moore, owner-breeder of Watch Your 
Step. deflated a bit of her own stock 
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when her swift 2-year-old Citation colt 
finished 41% lengths ahead of Brookfield 
Farms’ Intentionally. The latter. unde- 
feated going into the Sapling. is by Intent, 
in which Mrs. Moore purchased a_half- 
interest 4 years ago from Harry Isaacs. 
master of Brookfield Farms. Moreover. 
Llangollen Farm’s Restless Wind. third in 
the Sapling. is trained by Horatio Luro. 
who conditioned Bolero at 2. Luro was 
also one-third owner of Bolero, a_half- 
brother to Watch Your Step out of the 
good producer Stepwisely. which Mrs. 
Moore bought along with 6 other mares 
at private terms in 1955 from E. E. Dale 
Shaffer. The mare was carrying Watch 
Your Step at the time. 

In equalling Needles’ stakes record of 
1:10%5 for the 6-furlong Sapling and win- 
ning easily from the best group of 2- 
year-olds to contest an event thus far 
this season. Watch Your Step emerged a 
contender for the 1958 juvenile crown. 
Among those of this belief is Frank Ca- 
trone. who was Mrs. Moore’s trainer sev- 
eral years ago. “He could be any kind 
of a horse.” Catrone said. “He beat stakes 
winners in fast time. winning easily, and 
he may very well be the 2-year-old champ 
this season.” 

Watch Your Step nearly upset trainer 
C. W. (Randy) Parish’s equilibrium the 
first time he was breezed. going an eighth 
in 11 flat. Suffering some interference 
leaving the gate in his debut this winter 
at Hialeah Park, he apparently became 
frightened, and lugged in throughout the 
race. In the Juvenile Stakes at Belmont 
Park. he bucked a shin at the eighth- 
pole. and lost by a length to First Landing. 
“His shin looked like somebody had _ hit 
him with a stick.” Parish said. 

Watch Your Step had a St. Christopher 
medal at the top of his bridle on the 
occasion of his first stakes victory. The 
medal, same as that carried by Bold Ruler 
in his Monmouth Handicap triumph the 
previous Saturday. was given to Parish 
by the concessionaire of the field-glasses 
stand at the track. 

Jockey Eric Guerin told Parish that 
Watch Your Step was the smoothest, fast- 
est 2-year-old he ever had sat on.

Harry M. Warner 


Harry M. Warner. 76-year-old pioneer 
film producer and Thoroughbred breeder 
and owner. died Friday. July 25, at his 
home at Bel Air. Calif. 

The eldest son of Benjamin and Pearl 
Warner. Mr. Warner was born in Poland 
in 1881. and emigrated to the United 
States with his family in 1887. The fam- 
ily first) settled in) Youngstown, Ohio. 
then moved to Baltimore. where the father 
opened a bicycle shop. 

In 1903. Harry Warner and his 3 
brothers. Sam. Jack. and Albert. estab- 
lished a theater in New Castle, Pa. In

rapid order they opened film exchanges 
in Pittsburgh and St. Louis and a motion- 
picture studio at Santa Paula. Calif. Their 
first major success was with My Four 
Years in Germany, produced in 1917. 
When the technique for pictures with 
synchronized sound had been developed. 
the Warners made the first talking pic- 
ture. The Jazz Singer, with Al Jolson. 

Harry Warner first invested in racing 
stock about 20 years ago. when he and 
his former son-in-law, Mervyn LeRoy. 
bought and developed the W-L Ranch. He 
spent generously for racing and breeding 
stock and became a major stockholder 
and member of the board of directors of 
Hollywood Park. 

Among the best horses to perform. in 
Mr. Warner’s colors were W L Sickle. 
Stepfather. Honeys Alibi. Honeymoon, and 
Stronghold. Honeymoon he had bought 
at the L. B. Mayer dispersal for $135,000, 
and Stepfather he had taken from the 
Mayer sale for $200,000. The W-L Ranch 


horses multiplied to the point where Mr. 
Warner felt it necessary to make a reduc- 
tion, and in July, 1956, he sold 17 brood- 
mares, 17 race horses, and 8 yearlings 
for $165,300. 

Mr. Warner continued as a breeder, on 
a smaller scale. At the ranch stood Honeys 
Alibi. Ali’s Gem, Stepfather, and W L 
Sickle. and he also had 5 shares in 
*Alibhai. 4 in Nashua, 2 each in *Royal 
Charger. *My Babu, *Arctic Prince, and 
*Solar Slipper. 

In recent years Mr. Warner gradually 
had relinquished his responsibilities at 
Warner Brothers, devoting himself mostly 
to his horses and a score of civic and 
philanthropic enterprises. 


G. Ray Bryson 


G. Ray Bryson, 72, who had been active 
in racing for more than 50 years, died 
on July 22 at his home in Kingsville, Md. 
He had been in poor health for some 
time. 

A native of Dayton, Ky., Mr. Bryson 
bought his first horse at Latonia early 
in the 1900’s. He trained his own stable 
for a few years, then branched out into 
race track management. In 1911 he formed 
a partnership with the late Charles Waite, 
and the 2 men made several innovations 
in American racing, including the photo- 
graphing of finishes and the construction 
of an approximate-odds board. 

During the 1920’s and 1930’s Mr. Bry- 
son returned to racing, and his stable, 
which always raced under the name of 
his wife. Mrs. Ella K. Bryson, included 
the stakes winners Calumet Dick, Director 
J. E.. Cis Marion, Pharatime, Bunny 
Baby. Joe Ray. and others. 

In 1937 Mr. Bryson bought a majority 
interest in Bel Air race track in Mary- 
land, and he continued as general man- 
ager of the track until ill health forced 
him to give up last year. He made the 
6-furlong track the most successful small 
track in Maryland, and he remained its 
president until his death. 

About 15 years ago he bought Elray 
Farm at Kingsville, and in the last 10 
years he bred the stakes winners Abbe 
Sting. Wise Scholar, Kinda Smart, Easy 
Sweep. Make Swing, It Girl, Sweet Cleo, 
and Peeping Tom. 


John C. Gillem 
John C. Gillem, retired Thoroughbred 


breeder, owner, and trainer, died July 14 
at the St. Joseph Hospital, Lexington, 
after a short illness. 

A native of Johnson County, Ky., Mr. 
Gillem moved to Lexington in 1925. For 
many years he owned a farm on the 
Tates Creek Pike where he boarded mares 
and broke yearlings for himself and for 
his clients. He retired from the sport in 
1952 after suffering a heart attack.

Los ANGELEs. Shortly after Nadir won 
the 1957 Garden State Stakes Carleton 
A. (Slim) Roles offered $400.000 for 
the son of *Nasrullah on behalf of his 
client. Lawrence Pollock. The offer was 
refused by A. B. Hancock Jr. 

“It's getting next to impossible to buy 
a horse of any proven worth these days.” 
Roles said recently at Hollywood Park. 
where he had 24 head in training. 

Although Roles has an excellent record 
of winning with horses purchased or claim- 
ed. he also stands high as a trainer who 
can develop a runner fronm scratch. An 
example is the stakes winner Solid Son, 
bred and raced by him and his wife. 

On behalf of Pollock’s Poltex Stable 
and Roland Bond. Roles bought Terrang 
from Rex C. Ellsworth for $83.200. in- 
cluding tax, and won some $175,000 with 
the son of *Khaled. For Poltex 2 years 
ago he claimed Born Rich (a grav filly 
by Stymie—Mahmoudess) from Hirsch 
Jacobs for $6,500, and the half-sister to 
Promised Land has since won 3. stakes 
and some $87,000. 

He got Furyvan from Helbush Farms, 
along with Full O Dreams and Famy. 
for $20.000. Furyvan won more than 
$60.000 before a mishap sidelined him 
at Hollywood Park. Full O Dreams beat 
Llangollen Farm’s Selima Stakes winner 
Guide at Hollywood Park. On the 
books, Famy was carried as a $5,000 pur- 


chase and the other 2 at $7.500 each. The 
3 are owned by Martin Traub. 

Slim had exceptionally good meetings 
at Santa Anita and Golden Gate Fields, 
winning stakes with Terrang. Solid Son, 
Furyvan. Born Rich. and Nushie. the last 
owned by Mrs. Harry Curland. 
claims don’t always 
work out so well, of course.” Slim said. 
“There’s Miquelet. for example, which 
we got out of the C. V. Whitney consign- 
ment to the Pomona Sales in March of 
1957 for $40.000. He’s been at the farm 
most of the time since.” Miquelet is a 
chestnut 4-year-old colt by *Mahmoud 
out of Boola.

“It’s easier to train a horse for a dis- 
tance. if you have one so inclined that 
way. he said. “There are also some 
sprinters which can be developed to go 
a route. Sirde is a good example. Then 
there was Red Jewel which had never 
been more than 6 furlongs when I claimed 
him for $2.500. Later he beat Staretor 
and others going 9 furlongs. 

“I'd like to see some more racing at a 
mile and over, and I also believe we could 
use more races for fillies and mares. We 
could stand a few more 2-year-old races 
as well.” 

As for weights. “There should be no 
ceiling. If a horse is deemed good, let 
him prove it by carrying weight.” 

Poltex and Bond had a 3-year-old of 
promise at Hollywood Park which Roles

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was handling with care. This is *Promul- 
gation, a bay colt by *Court Martial— 
Picture Play which was purchased _pri- 
vately in England for $80,000. In 4 starts 
there, the colt had won twice, was second 
once, and third once. 

Traub, of Tacoma, Wash.. president of 
Meadowsweet Dairies. bought the stakes- 
winning *Selling Fast in New Zealand, 
and he will send him to Roles this fall. 

Roles was born on a farm near Middle- 
burg. Va.. August 29, 1903. His family 
was chiefly interested in the lumbering 
business, but Slim’s association with 
horses started early. 

He worked for E. B. McLean, the 
Washington, D. C., publisher, and was 
at Audley Farm. near Berryville. Va.. for 
several years. He also worked for B. B. 
and Monfort Jones. Oklahoma oil men, 
when Kay Spence and Miller Hender- 
son were training their horses. 


“T was about 20 when Stanley Green 
got me interested in hunters. and I began 
riding in fox hunts.” Slim said. “I had 
broken and schooied a lot of farm horses 
by that time. In 1926, at Audley Farm, I 
took care of *Strolling Player which cost 
$61,000 and was a full-brother to the 
$300.000 winner Call Boy. 

“In 1927 I went to New York, working 
as a foreman for the Quincy Stable, with 
Eddie Phelan and Steve Lawler the train- 
ers. Then I was with Humming Bob 
Smith for 4 years. saddling all his horses 
in the paddock the last 2 years. I worked 
as a helper to Dr. Ogle, a well known 
veterinarian. I only got enough to cover 
expenses. but the experience I gained 
made it a year well spent. 

“In those years back East, I got to 
know Sam Hildreth quite well, and he 
gave me a lot of pointers, one of which is 
hard to practice these days. He said, ‘Any 
time a man runs a horse and beats yours, 
buy him. Not only will you have another 
good horse in your barn but you get it 
out of your way.’ 

“T trained Frank Carreaud’s horses at 
Suffolk Downs in 1935, among them 
Brown Jack and Time Supply: then came 
to Santa Anita to win the San Antonio 
Handicap with Time Supply in 1936. He 
was second to Top Row in the Santa 
Anita Handicap that year. too. 

“T had a public stable from 1936 until 
1943, when I took over L. B. Mayer's 
horses for about a year and a half. Then 
for 3 to 34% years I had the Ada L. Rice 
horses. including Snow Boots. Danada 
Red. and Sirde.” 

Ulcers forced Slim to lay up for a year, 
and in 1949 he opened a_ public stable. 

Other good runners Slim recalled hand- 
ling were Thumbs Up and Solidarity. 

Roles bought the first horse Pollock 
owned, Harass, and started training for 
him 3 years ago last fall. “He’s the per-

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fect owner as far as a trainer is con- 
cerned,” Slim said. 

Poltex now has gone into breeding, 
with the stallion *Pappa Fourway stand- 
ing at Charles Leavitt's Seven Seas Ranch 
in Chino. The son of Pappageno—Oola 
Hills won 12 of 15 starts in England and 
was never beaten as a 3-year-old, winning 
his last 9 starts. Roles said *Pappa Four- 
way could do things no other horse he 
ever trained could do before he broke 
down in training at Santa Anita late in 
1956. 

The stallion’s first crop arrived this 
year and has drawn much favorable com- 
ment. Pollock sold one share to Fred 
Turner Jr., retaining the remaining in- 
terest. Pollock, a Texan and head of the 
Pollock Paper Company, also is collecting 
a broodmare band. On The Move, Dou- 
bletta, and Secret Session are a nucleus. 

Roles has a son, Carl Phillip, 15, and 
a daughter, Barbara Ann, 17. The girl 
has been ice skating since she was 6, and 
she climaxed a long string of victories 
in figure-skating competition when she 
won the Junior Ladies National Cham- 
pionship at Minneapolis last March.

The Best Is Ballymoss 


Paris. Convincing victories in the 114- 
mile Eclipse Stakes at Sandown Park on 
July 12 and the 114-mile King George VI 
ard Queen Elizabeth Stakes at Ascot on 
July 19 established John McShain’s 4-year- 
old Ballymoss as the best horse in Great 
Britain and Ireland and set him within 
striking distance of a European money- 
winning record. 

In his 2 previous races this year Bally- 
moss had been second to Doutelle in the 
Ormonde Stakes at Chester, beaten a 
length and a half, and had won the 
Coronation Cup at Epsom, 2 lengths in 
front of Fric. He was odds-on for the 
Eclipse Stakes. Second choice was the 
Queen’s 3-year-old Restoration (Persian 
Gulf—Hypericum, by Hyperion), winner 
of the King Edward VII Stakes at Ascot 
in his only previous start. Third favorite, 
at 8 to 1, was Arctic Explorer (*Arctic 
Prince—Flirting, by Big Game), winner 
of the Eclipse Stakes in 1957. There 
were 4 other runners. 

The race was led by the 3-year-old out- 
sider Midlander, which gave way to Arctic 
Explorer about 3 furlongs out. In the 
next furlong Ballymoss easily went to the 
front, and he drew away steadily to win 
by 6 lengths under 133 pounds. In the 
battle for second place Restoration defeat- 
ed Arctic Explorer by a short head. The 
others, in order, were The Mongoose, Mid- 
lander, Glyndebourne, and Messmate. 
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Ballymoss was favorite for the big inter- 
national race a week later, but at the long- 
er odds of 7 to 4, owing to the presence in 
the field of strong opposition from Ire- 
land and France. The Derby winner 
Hard Ridden, bred and trained in Ireland, 
was second choice at 2 to 1; his poor 
showing appeared to confirm the opinion 
of British horsemen that the 3-year-olds 
of 1958 compare unfavorably with the 
best of recent years.

The excellent filly Almeria, rated equal 
to Rose Royale in the Free Handicap of 
last year’s 3-year-olds, made the running, 
closely followed by Thila, Brioche, Bally- 
moss, and China Rock. Al Mabsoot, which 
got a poor start, trailed the field. Thila 
and Brioche weakened early in_ the 
straight. Almeria fought on courageous- 
ly, but Ballymoss soon had the race won. 
Along with Hard Ridden, the German- 
bred, French-owned Thila proved a disap- 
pointment; she had had only one race 
over a mile before the attempt at Ascot, 
and she is said to be the laziest sort of 
worker. 

As a 2-year-old Ballymoss ran 4 times, 
winning a maiden plate and finishing sec- 
ond twice, and was at the 20th rank in 
the Madrid Free Handicap. In 7 starts 
at 3 he was unplaced in the Madrid Free 
Handicap at the Curragh, won at Leop- 
ardstown, was second in Crepello’s Epsom 
Derby, won the Irish Derby, finished a 
poor second to Brioche in the Great Volti- 
geur Stakes, won the St. Leger at Don- 
caster, and finished sixth of 7 in the 
Champion Stakes.

One 
of these may break the record established 
in 1951 by Tanerko’s sire, Tantieme, with 
82 million francs. There is also a chance 
that Italy may be represented at Long- 
champ by the 1957 champion Braque, now 
recovered, as well as by the leading 3- 
year-old Sedan.

For the 2-mile Melbourne 
Cup. to be run the first Tuesday in No- 
vember, the handicapper has assigned 
Tulloch 141 pounds, highest weight ever 
given a 4-year-old in the big race. Only 
horses to win the Cup under more than 
140 pounds were Archer in 1862 and 
Carbine in 1890; Carbine, then a 5-year- 
old, carried 145. 

Next in the Cup weights are Sailor’s 
Guide, now on his way to the U. S., and 
last year’s winner Straight Draw, each 
with 134. Prince Darius, second last year 
under 102, has been asked to carry 132, 
and his stable is screaming blue murder. 

Horses still in New Zealand have been 
assigned substantial weights. Red Eagle, 
winner of the 2-mile Auckland Cup in 
the fast tme of 3:19% last January, has 
125 in both the Caulfield and Melbourne 
Cups. Equal Terms, winner of 5 races 
from 7 starts, has 122 at Caulfield and 
121 at Flemington. Another threat may 
be Teaka, which has 121 in both Cups; 
he carried 122 to a runaway victory in the 
114-mile Great Autumn Handicap at Ric- 
carton (N. Z.) on July 7.

Dragon Killer. seventh (at 294 to 1) in 
the Kentucky Derby. Others prominent 
in the spring were ailing or recuper- 
ating. Calumet Farm’s Kentucky Pride 
was favored at 3 to 2 on apparent class 
and easy victories in 2 recent trials. 
There was plenty of speed in the race. 
as recent workouts indicated. Kentucky 
Pride had gone 6 furlongs in 1:11. and 
Backbone had done 6 in 1:1015. Talent 
Show had done 7 furlongs in 1:2225. and 
the huge Elegante had worked the Classic 
distance in 1:3625 over a strip which had 
been soaked with rain the day before. 
The Classic was run in 1:3625. and 
all the money places went to come-from- 
behind horses. About a quarter of a mile 
from the wire. Nadir. A Dragon Killer, 
and Talent Show were seventh. eighth. 
and ninth, about 7 lengths from the lead- 
ing Elegante. At the end it was A Dragon

KENTUCKY 
Gen. Duke Destroyed 


Calumet Farm’s Gen. Duke was de- 
stroyed on the morning of July 28 and 
was buried in the farm cemetery. The 
colt had become a wobbler. and there 
appeared to be no chance of saving him. 

A son of Bull Lea and the grand race 
mare Wistful. Gen. Duke was one of the 
best on an exceptional crop. He was raced 
only twice at 2. but early in 1957 he 
proved himself the equal of any 3-year- 
old in training. He beat Bold Ruler 
the Everglades Stakes and Florida Derby, 
ran second to him in the Bahamas and 
Flamingo Stakes. Federal Hill. a superb 
miler. beat him in the Derby Trial, but 
Gen. Duke came out of the race with 
what later was diagnosed as a_ broken 
bone in his left fore foot. Although he 
never raced again. he was given 127 
pounds in the Blood-Horse Handicap, 2 
pounds below *Gallant Man and Round 
Table and 3 below Bold Ruer. 

Gen. Duke returned to light training 
last winter. and early in the spring trainer 
Jimmy Jones thought he was nearly ready 
to race. But he suddenly was rendered 
useless by inco-ordination, and on May 
4 he was returned from Churchill Downs 
to the farm.

BREEDERS SALES 
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Strength in the Middle 


The average price for yearlings sold 
in the summer auctions at Keeneland was 
18.4 per cent lower than in 1957 and 2.8 
per cent lower than in 1956. The average 
for colts was 16.8 per cent lower than 
last year; for fillies, 15.9 per cent lower. 

In appraising the results of the 1958 
auctions, however, most horsemen reached 
the conclusion that last week’s market at 
Keeneland was at least as strong as in 
either of the last 2 years. This subjective 
judgment was based upon comparison of 
prices with the individual offerings: it 
carried authority because there was _rel- 
atively little dissent. 

Differences between 1957 and 1958 
were largely the result of a change in 
policy. The Breeders’ Sales Company had 
sold 350 yearlings in the summer of 1956 
for an average of $9.891. For the 1957 
sale it set extremely high standards for 
admission to the catalogue and sold only 
two-thirds as many yearlings. raising the 
average price to $11,789. The left-over 
yearlings were disposed of in the October 
auctions at Keeneland, raising the aver- 
age for the fall sales by about 5 per cent, 
but when the summer and fall auctions 
were considered as a unit the average 
was 6.5 per cent lower than in 1956. 

For the 1958 the cata- 
logue was about the same size as in 1956, 
but selection was left in the hands of 
consignors to a greater degree than for 


summer sales 


several years. Yearlings were submitted 
to inspection and veterinary examination 
as usual, but there was less pressure in 
favor of fancy pedigrees. The result was 
a market difficult to appraise. except by 
its “feel.” and on that basis it was strong. 
certainly stronger than in 1957, and _possi- 
bly better than in 1956. 


SALES 


There was close resemblance between 
the Keeneland market of 1958 and that 
of 1956, as indicated by the tabulation 
showing the maximum prices required to 
buy a given percentage of the yearlings 
sold. The only perceptible difference was 
a slight tendency away from the highest 
and lowest price of 1956, with a corre- 
sponding shift toward the middle range. 

A more or less tenuous comparison with 
1957 could be made by allowing for the 
difference in numbers. The 121 head 
which brought prices below $5.000 ac- 
counted for $419.500 of the 1958 total. 
The remaining 236 head sold for $3.013.- 
100, averaging $13,149. well above the 
average for 235 head in 1957, when an 
attempt was made to exclude from the 
catalogue what would have been the low- 
est third of its normal number of year- 
lings. 

The separation of the bottom third could 
not have been made precisely. of course. 
but there remained a strong suggestion 
that the 1958 average was somewhat bet- 
ter than it would have been last year if 
a comparable number had been sold in 
the summer of 1957. The validity of this 
deduction appeared to be underscored by 
the fact that the 1957 summer catalogue 
was loaded with an abnormal proportion 
of colts. 61.7 per cent as compared with 
56 per cent in 1958. 

The 1958 catalogue required 8 sessions 
of selling. as compared with 5 
last summer. Most of the major consign- 
ments fell into the first 2 days of the 
auction. and vendors whose offerings 
came up in the last 2 days watched with 
alarm as the number of empty seats grad- 
ually increased. There was some debate 
as to whether the market was consequent- 
ly lower than it would have been if the 
sessions had been more evenly matched.

but if there was an actual let-down, it 
was perceptible mainly to the consignors 
in the later sessions. 

At the Wednesday night auction the 
Hurstland Farm of Charles Alfred, and 
Hiram Nuckols had the most successful 
sale in its history, averaging $17,933 for 
a dozen head. Hurstland’s *Princequillo 
colt out of the dam of the noted sprinter 
Decathlon made the best price of the 
week, going to Travis M. Kerr at $77,000, 
fifth-highest price ever paid for a year- 
ling in an American auction. 

Summaries of the first 2 days of selling 
were given in The Blood-Horse last week. 
Results of the afternoon evening 
sessions of Wednesday and Thursday are 
included in this issue, along with a recapit- 
ulation of the Keeneland auctions. 

Next in the series of major yearling 
auctions will be that of the California 
Thoroughbred Breeders Association at 
Del Mar August 4-5. The Fasig-Tipton 
Company's sale at Saratoga will be held 
in 5 evening sessions. Monday. August 11, 
through Friday, August 16. 


The Top Prices 


There were fewer high-priced colts and 
more high-priced fillies this year at 
Keeneland than in 1957. At the 1958 auc- 
tions 15 colts. 2 fewer than last year, 
bought $25.C00 or more, and 15 fillies, 
5 more than last year. sold for $15.000 or 
more. 

At the very top this year’s sale had 
more representatives of both sexes than 
did the 1957 sales, which had 132 less 
head. There were 4 colts at $50.000 or 
more and 4 fillies at $30.000 or more; 
last year there were only 2 in each classi- 
fication.
